A committee from the Btate Senate 
waited un tlio General tind invited him 
to an open parliament next morning, ns 
a mark of their appreciation of his great 
character and tho boon the Army had 
been and promised to be to the State of 
Ohio. The Ocnernl expressed regret 
that his engagements In Cincinnati would 
prevent him. 

In the afternoon the Gcnernl was enter- 
tained at Hon. Mr. Jeffrey's, where a 
gathering of the Governor and leading 
dtlsens took plaee. In the meantlmo the 
temperature had gono down considerably. 
He feared tills would Interfere with the 
success of the meeting. But, no : the 
auditorium, which scuts 4, BOO people, was 
almost run, ana ns a scene, It presented

at the wonderful record of the Army's 
progress. The General, thus inspired by 
tiic aSIsiiy between his audience end! his 
theme, entered upon a. herculean effort, 
nnd In an hour nnd a hnlrs address 
compassed tho Army's accomplishments 
and possibilities. 

At the closo the enthusiasm was In- 
tense, Dr. Gladden, speaking to tbe 
resolution of thanks, declared the Gen- 
oral, under tho bottom of the social 
aaldron, had kindled a flame of sacred 
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love. Dr. Canfleld contended tbat the 
Army was rapidly promoting the hrotber- 
hood cf man. The audience was reluctant 
to leave. 

The meeting— whether viewed as a tri- 
bute to the General, a sign cf the times 
or an answer to the narrow criticisms of 
hostile people— was an emphatic success. 
It brought cheer to our American leaders, 
and will be as a highway upon whloh 
our Divisional leaders will advance to 
greater and grander exploits. Brigadier 
Addle, the Divisional Band and a staff 
of officers assisted In the arrangements, 
wbtch went like clockwork.

Wallace knew noi 
hov? to s3c5=stc!y sua6= l llu dlstanee 
that separates fre^rtom from license, ana 
got the two so confused, bo Intermlnubly 
i.^dge-podged, so peculiarly dovetailed to- 
gether In his mind, that Instead of a 
clear detlnli'on, Ilitle remai^d but a 
muddled remnant of an Idea— a kind of 
meutul iiuBli-lii wiilcii L-ldiriii.-BO u£ un- 
derstanding was Impossible. It Is true 
that the very air of America, aa no less 
an authority than CommlSBloncr Rallion 
has put It, abounds with the mono or 
Liberty, but the percjuc who comv» here 
thinking he can be a. law unio hhrisptf 
soon finds out hlB mistake, and ellti r 
settles down to learn how to become a 
good American or else becomes a vleilni 
to "that tired feeling" for which Seed's 
Harsaparlila Is recommended, nnd winds 
up by working a frew passage back to 
iiurono bv tending cattle or some BUoh 
pleasant occupation.
